St Albans 
transformation 
almost complete 


The boom gates at Main and Furlong Roads are now history and 
two new stations are up and running at St Albans and Ginifer. 


These are great milestones, but there's more to be done before we finish 
the job in mid-2017. 


The project team still need to install essential track drainage north of Main Road. 
They'll be working on the rail line and at both stations around-the-clock 24 hrs 
a day for one week in March to get this done. 


The train line must be closed during this time to allow our crews to safely 
complete this essential work.
